CONVENTION EXHIBITS - RULES 


GENERAL : Rules and regulations for exhibitors at the 1957 

ANA CONVENTION will essentially be similar to those in 
effect at prior conventions. The purpose is primarily to 
encourage the development and exhibition of good displays 
and to stimulate numismatic interest generally. Consider- 
ation will be given reasonably to all applicant exhibitors 
and assignments made on a basis of prior application. 

WHO MAY EXHIBIT : Any collector of numismatic material, who 
is a member in good standing of any national, regional, or 
local numismatic club is eligible to enter an exhibit at 
the annual ANA convention. 

SCHEDULE EOR EXHIBITS: Exhibits may be installed commencing 

at 9:30 A.M. Wednesday, August 21. Your reserved cases 
may not be held if not occupied by 1:00 P.M. Thursday, 

August 22. These exhibits may not be removed prior to 
2:00 P.M. Saturday, August 24th, except by special arrange- 
ment with the Exhibits Chairman. All exhibits shall however 
be removed by 6:00 P.M. Saturday, August 24, 1957. 

EXHIBIT QUALIFICATION : All appropriate displays presented by 

eligible exhibitors shall be considered for entry. All 
exhibits submitted shall be the bona-fide property of the 
exhibitors making entry, Non-genuine material shall be so 
designated clearly. 

HOW TO APPLY : A separate application for exhibit reservation 

is required for each separate exhibit entered. The exhibit 
reservation applications shall be properly filled out and 
submitted to the Exhibits Chairman or other member of the 
Exhibits Committee. This shall be done prior to August 7, 
1957. Applicants will receive an acknowledgement to their re- 
quests for cases and/or space and will receive an assigned 
exhibit number for identification. 

NUMBER OF CASES : As designated on the application blank a 
limit of 3 cases per exhibit is presently established and 
the attempt will be made to meet reasonably every request. 
However, the discretion of the ANA convention committee 
shall govern generally. Applications will be precessed in 
the order in which they are received. 

CQr.I'lERCIAL EXHIBITS : Exhibits for commercial purposes are 

prohibited except that an appropriate exhibit may be made 
by a dealer and his business card may be displayed for the 
purpose of identification. 


CLASSIFICATION: Any one exhibit may be entered in only one 

class. However, an exhibitor may enter more than one exhibit 
and designate each for a different class. The exhibitor, 
shall designate the entry class selected on his application 
for each exhibit. Established classes are:

LOCKS : Exhibit cases will be kept locked and keys held by and 

in the possession of the exhibit committee. 


SECURITY : The ANA Convention Committee shall provide police 

and insurance protection 24 hours a day for entered exhibits 
from the official starting time of the Convention to the time 
of official closing. Due precaution will be exercised at all 
times but no liability shall attach to the American Numismatic 
Association (ANA), its officers, members, and/or committees 
either in their respective official, or individual, or 
personal capacities; or the Philadelphia Coin Club as host, 
its officers, members, and/or committees either in their res- 
pective official or individual, or personal capacities by re- 
ason of any loss, or damage, whatsoever sustained either 
directly or indirectly in connection with the exhibits and/or 
convention. 


SECURITY RECORD : For general record purposes, an exhibitor not 
providing self insurance will be provided, at time of entry 
of his exhibit in the display area, with a form on which 
shall be listed the value of material in each case. 

COMPETITIVE AWARDS : Fudging of exhibits in competition will be 
done by a committee of not less than three judges. Fudging 
will take place at their convenience after 6:00 P.M. Thursday 
August 22. First, Second and third place Awards may be made 
in each classification if the quantity and quality of exhibits 
in a class is deemed adequate. The Howland Wood Award for 
the "Best-in-Show" will be designated for an exhibit so se- 
lected. by the judges. The decisions of the judges will be 
final in all cases. 

F UDGING- : A basis for judging the relative merits of competitive 
exhibits can be referenced to these general elements of the 
effectiveness of an exhibit: 

1 - Numismatic Interest 

2 - Originality, arrangement and effort 

3 - Quality of exhibit and material

Major segments of the coin industry, at the present 
time, are go ng through a period of robbery, burglary, fencing, 
dealing in stolen goods, hoarding, selling without guaranties, 
dealing in cash only, income tax cheating, fictitious auction 
sales, producing and selling forgeries, etc., but whet dis- 
appoints me, most, is that I find very few people with the guts 
to speak out against it end to act to prevent it from continuing. 
The failure to recognise what is going on is a tragedy.

It was a delightful convention and you did 

more than your part in setting its tone. 

When I picked up the Numismatist for September 
I was delighted to read the article "From the President’s 
Desk". Your continuation of the campaign against forgeries 
was very well expressed and will be very effective. I only 
wish that you could go about enforcing your wish to oust 
those selling forgeries from the bourse rooms and from 
membership in organizations. It can be done, Matt, and there 
should be an official position taken by the A.N.A. board 
before it is enforced so that no one will be surprised. Can 
you obtain such action? 

Another suggestion I have is in connection with 
your work on the forgery committee of the I.A.P.N. I asked 
if I could attend the closed session on forgery in New York 
last June. I was told indirectly that I could not attend. I 
do not know if you attended. The important thing that took 
piece was a discussion and the exhibit of a group of Roman 
end Byzantine gold forgeries which are being openly sold in 
Syria. The important fact is that these have not been pub-
